Status of the claims 

The rejection of claims 8-15 under 35 USC 102 has been withdrawn as applicants have 
deleted the term "prodrug'. 

The rejection of claims 8-15 under 35 USC 1 12 first paragraph has also been withdrawn 
as applicants have amended the claims to include only depression and anxiety. 
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Also applicants, by this examiners amendment, limited the method to the compounds 
tested MQT1 and MQT 2. 



Applicants have also cancelled claim 15. 
Claims allowed 1-3, 5, 10 and 13, 14.
